The defendant was Jam es Owens, 
an aged and wealthy resident of Birmingham, 
who is supposed to have been the orierinal 
“M inotaur" of the Pall !Mall Gazette’s revela­ 
tions. 
He was arrested last October for de­ 
coying Miss Fanny Chapman, aged 25 years, 
from Essex on the pretense that he required a 
governess. Having got her to Birmingham he 
kept her imprisoned in a lonely house for 
months and repeatedly assaulted her.

indiscribably revolting.

Warwick assizes, 
but one of the jury became ill during the 
trial and it was adjourned. 
The trial was 
resumed last Monday. 
The evidence proved 
that the prisoner was a filthy debauchee ; that 
his victims included his niece, and that his 
house was filled with obscene books, pictures 
and statuettes. 
The trial was finished last 
night and resulted in the acquittal of Owens, 
the jurj' having accepted his lawyer's argu­ 
ment that Miss Chapman had consented to 
the seduction, and the subsequent assaults. 
During the judge’s summing up of the case 
one of the jurors was seized w'ith an epileptic 
fit and fainted three times.

In addition to th ese 
a large number of cities, both in th is country 
and Europe, are ligh ted by th o Edison sy s­ 
tem. Berlin is ligh ted by 14,000 lamps, 
Milan h as 8,000 and oth er leading cities of 
Europe are supplied with th e lamps. In th is 
country th ere are over twenty -five cities wh ich 
arc ligh ted by th e Edison ligh t. New York 
| h as 11,000 lamps and Circleville, O., Des 
Moines, la., Brooktown: Mass., Fall liiver, 
Mass.. Newbury . Mass., and Loekport. N. Y,, 
are also ligh ted by incandescent lamps. 
In 
one of th e cities th e plant was purch ased by 
th e gas company . 
“Ilow does th e price of th e incandescent 
lamps compare with th at of gas?” 
“It does not cost any more; in fact it could 
be furnish ed a little ch eaper. We could ligh t 
th is city every nigh t of th e y ear for $.
